horrors ’of plugue by imposing harsh iwea- 
sures Upon the poor people who suffer from 
ita ravages, But before the Colony can 
cradicate the disease it must dua great deal 
more than it is doing. In spito of conces- 
sion after concession to the Chincse—cach 
concession boing a tacit admission of ineap- 
acity and weukness--the -Chinuse give us 
no holp whatever in checking the epidemic, 
and all the Sanitary staff can do is. to con- 
vey dead bodies to tho martuary and 
. tabulate -the -cnses and deaths, In Glus- 
gow, the authorities coped with the discasa 
according to the dictates of commonyense 
and tho teachings of authorities on’ public 
health. Here our Sanitnry staff cannot 
dou» so becauso it is hampored by the 
desire in high places tu vonciliale the Chi- 
bese, The Colony is.in the throes ofa 
virulent, disoase.  To-day’s 
statistics show that tho epidemic .is wot 
over—thut it iv still keeping shead of tho 
official efforts to suppress it.
